Sir: 

This is in response to the official communication mailed on September 26, 2003, with a 
request for one-month extension of time. 

Applicants elect, with traverse, an anti-CD20 antibody variable region heavy chain encoded 
by the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:9, as in claim 23. Claims 21, 25, 26, 28-32, 37-57, and 
63-67 read on the elected species. Upon allowance of a generic claim, applicants request that the 
related inventions of the remaining of claims 21-67 be considered. 

The traversal is on the grounds that the subject matter of the claims 22 and 23 is contained 
within a single composition, namely the C2B8 (rituximab) antibody disclosed in the application. 
Thus, a search of both species does not place an undue burden on the examiner. Applicants further 
note that the examiner has erroneously characterized the inventions of claims 22-23 as chimeric 
antibodies. To clarify, applicants wish to point out that claims 22-23 are directed to an anti-CD20 
variable region light chain (claim 22) and to an anti-CD20 variable region heavy chain (claim 23).
